Bishop
Bimpron made the address of the evening, Iia
subject was au exposition of the immense ad-
yantuges resnlting from s combination of the
Iabors of the olergy with the laity, Many times
he was applauded as he spoke. The Bishop dwelt
al copsiderable length upon bis subject.

Tur Viterax Booxry Fusp.—The
Commislon appointed under an ordinance of
Councils pugsed in May, 1804, to pay o *‘bounty
of $25 to all re-enlisted veterans who had been
credited to the city of Philadeiphia, and who
had not been pald by the wards, ' have had their
report printed In pammphlet form. The report
glutes thet in May, 1864, Connells voted §50,000,
and on the sth of July, 1864, $100,000 for the
purpose of paying a bounty of $30 to ench man
volunteering for one hundred days, and a fur-
ther appropriation of $260,000 has been made
for the same objact. To make sure thal each
man should receive the bounty, the Commission
drew the money, visited the camps in Philadel-

hin, Baltimore, Chambersburg, Bloomsburg,
Jarrisburg, and otber places, The number re-
turned as having enligted was 2826, of which
2784 were paild. The Commission eommenced
paying the re-enlisted veterans, and much ditll-
culty was experienced, as most of the men had
re-cnlisted in their regiments while in the field,
and therefore had to be represented by their re-
latives or sgeunts, The Commission found that
the whole number of reenlisted vyotersns on
their books euntitled to bounty was (960, of
which 2050 had been pald by the wards to
which they bad been coredited, und 2440 were
wild by the Commission, leaving 1204 wnpaid,
he entire appropriations smouvnted o0
$100,000, out of which $150,200 was paud fo one
hundred days men, and $61,400 to reenlisted
veternng; $106Y6 returned to the Mayer, and
$42456°38 expenses, making a totul of $300,580°33;
lenving am unexpended bulance of $£194,620°62,

WATER ¥rRoM THE PrrxroMeN, — The
Chiet* Engineer of the Water Works having re-
commended the plan of securing a better supply
ol water for Philadelphia from the Perklomen,
the Committee on Water of Councils have pre
pired a lurther sapplement to the Act of Uom-
solidation, which was sent yesterday to Harris-
burg, ler the purpose of obtaining authority for
making survevs, ete., and, it Councils think
necesanry, to enter upon the lands adjacent to
the Perkiomen for the purpose of constructing
the works, The bill provides that it shull be
lawiul for the City of Philadelphia to purchase
sand hold in fee simple, or for any less estate,
any springs or streams of water, or any water-
power or ipri\-ilup.es. or any lands, tenements,
etc., to which any water-power may be appur-
tenunt, situate, or being wholly or in part on
any one or more of the counties adloining the
city and county of Philadelphia, and te build
and erect waler works, reservoir, store lakos,
ete,, for the eollection and purification of the
waler; also, that it shall be lawful for the agents
of the city te enter upon and take possession of
the lunds, ele,, to carry out the objectz of the
act, The bill also provides for the mode of as-
sessing nnd paving damuages, eto,

DeATE oF A CArnoric CLERGYMAN,—
The Rev, Cajetan Marianl, pastor of the Italian
Roman Catholic Church, *“St. Mary Magdalen
of Pazzl,” In Marriott street, below Eigath, died
yesterduy mormne at the parsonage, in the
sevenueth year of his age, Though he had been
falling for some time past, It was not until
within & few days tnat lel‘(‘henﬂion of & spuedy
dissolution were falt, tew months sincs he
fell from an elevation in the church, and the
injuries thea received he never recovered from,
The decense of the venerable clergyman will be
a source of gipcere sorrow, not only to hie con-
fregaliun. but to a large number outside of the

‘atholic Church. He regarded it as one of the
duties of his sacred office to administer to
bodily ills, and so wide & renown had he ae-
ﬂuired for the cures he had made that the sick

ocked to the parsonage from all parts of the
city, the rich and the poor alike seeking his
aid, His memory will be not less cherished by
the poor of his congregation for his charities,
which were widely dwspensed. He will be
buried on Monday morning next, and the
funeral services will take place at 8t.

DepicATION OF Tne INsTiTUTE FOoRr Cor~-
orED Yourn.—This morning at 11 o'clock the
Institute for Colored Youth, situsted on the
noith gide of Shippen sireet, above Ninth, was
dedicated with intercsting and appropriste cere-
monies, The Insntute, which 18 a fne three-
story brick builoing, titty-one fest by eichty feot
in extent, has been in process of ereciion for
many months past, and & just completed.

The third floor is divided into rix large and
comfortable cluss-reoms for hoys and girls, The
entire school bulldine has a capaeity for three
bhundred geholars. The High School Depart-
ment on the second floor presents a remarkably
neat, tasty, and airy appearance, The wood
work Is painted in imitation of dark maple, and
the desks and seats for the pupils are meat and
convenient,
